COTT’S MONTHLY 
JOURNAL for De- 
cember contains a re- 
print of the original 
Post Office Depart- 
ment _— proclamation 
regarding the issue of the Hawaii 
surcharges on the 2c and 5c cur- 
rent U. S. stamps. It is expressly 
stated in this Department An- 
nouncement that the stamps are to 
be issued to postoffices in Hawaii 
only, but that a supply will be 
available through the Philatelic 
Agency at Washington for collect- 
ors. The order also states in the 
last paragraph that “Although the 
sale of the special issue of sur- 
charged stamps will be restricted 
to post offices in Hawaii and the 
philatelic agency, the stamps will 
be valid for the prepayment of 
postage at all post offices now 
using ordinary United States 
stamps.” 

In view of this statement we can 
not understand by what line of 
reasoning the stamps are omitted 
from the United States Specialized 
Catalog. 


A Unique Air Mail Cover 


On the occasion of the change of 
er rate on air mail on August 

, from 10c to 5e, collectors had 
~" opportunity to acquire covers 
which will stand as a record of this 
notable occasion. An event which 
has proven to be of greater im- 
portance to the development of air 
mail in this country than many 
things which have been more 
widely heralded. Mr. W. J. Stan- 
ton of San Diego, California. has 
sent a cover which is of much in- 
terest. The cover is posted at San 
Ysidro, California, and cancelled 
Aucust 1. It is addressed to East- 
port, Maine, and backstamped on 
August 5. Mr. Stanton says that 


this cover “flew from the most 
south-westernly post office in the 
United States on the Mexican bor- 
der, to the most northeasternly 
post office in the United States, 
going from the vicinity of Tia 
Juana, ‘the wickedest town on 
Earth’, to Eastport, Maine, one of 
the most pious. I hope the Pilgrim 
fathers do not turn over in their 
graves over this sacrilege.” This 
is indeed a cover that has much of 
interest attached to it.

HAPPENINGS 











The week beginning December 
16, has added many new covers to 
the list of wanted items for the 
air mail collector. The deluge of 
special cachets applied in honor of 
the Wright Brothers as well as in 
celebration of the tenth anniver- 
sary of the establishment of the 
New York to Chicago air mail 
route will give the collector some- 
thing to worry about until he has 
gathered them all in. 

It is our wish to publish a com- 
plete list of all new covers of in- 
terest and we trust that collectors 
who have items of recent issue 
that have not been listed, will sub- 
mit the covers for listing when we 
shall return them promptly. 

Without question, the most in- 
teresting of the new covers of the 
week of December 16, is the Kitty 
Hawk, N. C., cachet in honor of 
the Wright Brothers. This cachet 
was announced from some sources 
while others denied that a cachet 
would be used, stating that the 
facilities of the postoffice at Kitty 
Hawk were such that the post- 
master could not cope with the 
situation if a cachet were promised. 

Covers from several sources are 
at hand and all bear the same 
cachet and all are in black ink. 
Whether other official cachets or 
marks were applied is not known 
at present and if ink other than 
black were used we have yet to 
learn of that. 

The cachet is just a shade under 
two inches square, the central de- 
vice is an illustration of the origi- 
nal Wright plane that first flew at 
Kitty Hawk, while above this to 
the left is a modern 1928 mono- 
lane with the date 1928 below it. 
_— the picture is the inscrip- 
ion

_The whole is surrounded by a 
single line frame. 

All of the cancellations we have 
seen from Kitty Hawk seem to be 
very clear and the dates stand out 
distinctly. The cachet however is 
usually very poorly impressed and 
a clear printing of it seems to be 
hard to find. 

In connection with this special 
cachet from Kitty Hawk, that pro- 
gressive Boston, Mass., firm of H. 


E. Harris & Co., took advantage of 
the occasion to send a cover bear- 
ing one of the new 5c Wright 
Brothers Stamps and the special 
cachet, to a host of their patrons 
scattered all over the world. How 
many covers were sent out by the 
Harris Company we do not know 
but no doubt all of their regular 
customers were made happy by the 
receipt of one of these covers. 
Within the cover was an attractive 
Christmas Greeting card from H. 
E. Harris, himself, together with 
a printed slip giving details of the 
cover and of the first flight of the 
Wright Brothers, and the events 
that lead up to the issue of the 
stamps and special cachet honoring 
them. The whole assembly will 
make an attractive page in any air 
mail collection. 

Herbert H. Griffin of Cleveland, 
Ohio, has been an ardent follower 
of Air Mail covers for many years. 
Mr. Griffin took a prize at the 
Cleveland Exhibition last spring 
on his showing of Air Mail covers 
and he is keeping right up to date 
with his collection. Mr. Griffin has 
on several occasions prepared some 
distinctive covers for use on special 
occasions and in the event of the 
Kitty Hawk celebration he has 
prepared a cover with an elegant 
illustration of the actual first 
flight of the Wright Plane at Kitty 
Hawk. The cover bears an ap- 
propriate description of the picture 
and is marked also with the spe- 
cial cachet. This piece makes a 
very interesting addition to the 
records of this eventful day. 

On December 17, several towns 
used special cachets in honor of 
the Wright Brothers. From Buell 
A. French of Hartford, Conn., we 
have a cover with a very attractive 
cachet in the outline of the state 
of Connecticut showing the city 
of Hartford on the Connecticut 
River. The cachet is inscribed

Above the cachet is a small air- 
plane in green with the words

cachet is a large diamond shaped 
affair stamped in purple ink. Be- 
tween a double line frame is the

FLIGHT”. In the center is an 
airplane above which is the word 
“BOISE”, below, the word 
“IDAHO”. At the left of the

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New York to Chicago Tenth 
Anniversary 


Special cachets commemorating 
the tenth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the Air Mail Route 
from New York to Chicago are at 
hand from Bellefonte, Pa., Cleve- 
land, Ohio and Toledo, Ohio. . 

At Bellefonte, the parties in 
charge of the affairs have run wild 
with their rubber stamps and it 
would be a difficult proposition to 
figure out just how many different 
combinations of cachets and colors 
of ink they have applied to covers 
from this city. There are five 
covers at hand now and no two of 
them are alike. Mr. George T. 
Bush, Chairman of the Kiwanis 
Club Committee which sponsored 
this anniversary celebration has 
kindly signed some of the covers 
and Mr. John L. Kinsely, post- 
master at Bellefonte has also 
signed some of the covers. These 
signatures of course are greatly 
appreciated by all air mail collect- 
ors and usually have much bearing 
on establishing the legitimacy of 
covers when there is an occasion 
for doubt. 

Personally we can not grow en- 
thusiastic over the Bellefonte is- 
sues. The object of collecting air 
mail covers is to secure legitimate 
covers from certain points on cer- 
tain dates. A cover or one cover 
should be sufficient. The object 
is to secure the cover which be- 
comes part of a record of the ad- 
vancement and growth of the air 
mail. It is desirable that the cover 
be marked with some special mark 
which we call a “CACHET”. 
Whether this cachet is in red, blue, 
green, pink or purple should have 
no bearing on the cover under or- 
dinary conditions. In fact it would 
be far better for all concerned if 
the cachets when applied at any 
point were all of the same color. 
This sameness should be one of 
the best preventatives of faking. 
Air Mail collectors are collecting 
and assembling a record of the de- 
velopment and growth of the air 
mail and are not gathering rubber 
stamp pictures in as many colors 
as they can be plastered on an en- 
velope. An over indulgence of 
this sort of thing will do much 
harm to Air Mail Cover collecting. 
We trust that the American Air 
Mail Society will soon see fit to 
pass very clear resolutions to dis- 
courage the making of such covers 
and that the publishers of the Air 
Mail Catalogues will see fit to 
carry in their catalogues a state- 
ment to the effect that the color 
of ink used on a cachet shall have 
no recognition in the scale of pric- 
ing and that they shall discourage 
the making of covers of identical 
kinds in different colors of ink. 

Covers on December 18 from 
Bellefonte, Pa., bear a cachet of 
the shape of a Keystone together 
with a small panel cachet bearing 
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the inscription “Home of Historic 
Bellefonte Academy”. <A_ wings 
cachet is also applied. And to fin- 
ish the job a label has been added. 
Out of five covers at hand, no two 
of the labels are alike. How many 
different labels were used, we do 
not know. 

Toledo, Ohio, used a cachet on 
the 18th December in celebration 
of the 10th anniversary of the New 
York to Chicago route and the 
cachet is a very neat and at- 
tractive one. We have covers with 
cachet in green, blue and magenta. 
On the back of the Toledo covers 
is a small round cachet stamped in 
magenta. 

Cleveland, Ohio, also used a 
cachet for the same anniversary 
celebration and all covers we have 
seen are neatly stamped in a 
bluish black ink. We congratulate 
the parties who had this in charge 
and hope that other cities will 
follow the example that has been 
set in this case. 


New Cachet on C. A. M. Route 9 


On December 15, Oshkosh, Ap- 
pleton, Green Bay and Fond du 
Lac, Wisconsin, were placed on the 
Air Mail by C. A. M. Route 9. 
Covers from all these cities came 
through promptly but out of about 
twenty that have been seen, none 
are backstamped. 

The postmaster at Oshkosh 
must either be a stamp collecter or 
someone has tipped him off, for 
one of the covers which the Editor 
sent from Oshkosh has _ been 
signed “Ernest P. G. Schlerf, P. 
M.” Thanks Mr. Schlerf, you 
have added an interesting touch to 
the covers so signed and collectors 
everywhere will long remember 
you for this kindness. 

The cachet used is similar to 
those used on Routes 17 and 18, 
the wording has been altered to 
suit this occasion. All cachets 
we have seen are in magenta. 


Fast Air Mail 


Mr. Wm. A. Verhas of Wash- 
ington, D. C. has sent us a cover 
which shows by cancellations some 


very fast air mail flying. . The 
cover bears the 2c and 5c Aero- 


nautics Conference stamps and is 
addressed to a Washington, D. C., 
address. In the corner of the en- 
velope the endorsement reads “Air 
Mail—via Richmond, Va.” The 
stamps are cancelled at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Office with the 
green cancellation marks and the 
time is 4 p. m. December 12. On 
the back of the cover is a Rich- 
mond, Va., cancellation which 
shows the time at 3:30 a. m. De- 
cember 12. Just twelve and one- 
half hours earlier than the Wash- 
ington cancellation. We know 
that some remarkable stunts have 
been pulled off in aviation but we 
do not believe that this stunt as
